The Bird Islands of Peru 


“More wonderful than Keat’s nightingale 
or Shelley’s skylark” was the story of the 
guano birds of the islands of Peru as told by 
Dr. Robert Cushman Murphy at the George 
Washington auditorium on Tuesday evening. 
The product of these birds, pelicans, gannets, 
and cormorants accumulated in these almost 
rainless islands, sometimes to the depth of a 
hundred feet has constituted the greatest 
wealth of Peru, exceeding the value of its 
gold, silver, copper and gems. 

Lantern slides and motion pictures 
showed the thousands upon thousands of 
these birds, the wonder of their numbers 
exceeded by the multitudes of fish found in 
the Humboldt current, which supply their 
food. The arid atmosphere has through 
centuries conserved the value of the guano, 
which not only has been the mainstay of the 
agriculture of the country in which it is 
found, but has been exported to many dis- 
tant parts of the world. Its value is said to 
be thirty-three times as effective as an equal 
amount of the best stable manure. Until 
1840 it was gathered and exported without 
restraint. At that time it was taken out of 
the hands of individuals and placed under 
government control. In order to conserve 
this valuable resource of the country, each 
island is now closed for a period of thirty 
months and in 1924 it was possible to SEpary 
250,000 tons, each ton being valued at $100. 

The speaker prefaced his account of the 
bird life of the islands with a description of 
the climate which is determined by water- 
shed of the Andes on the east and the cold 
Humboldt current on the west, which with a 
constant temperature of 60 degrees makes 
the country almost rainless. Vegetation is 
found aay in the river valleys where crops 
are raised by means of irrigation and the 
convenient supply of guano. The climatic 
conditions have made possible the preserva- 
tion of the aqueducts built by the ies five 
hundred years ago. These people were great 
engineers and also great weavers, examples 
of the products of their industry being still 
extant. 

The pictures showed the nesting places of 
the birds, which cover the islands, with their 
eggs and young, the sea lions and porpoises 
which inhabit the sea and the curious sea- 
going craft of the natives. One of the most 
amusing pictures was that of the pelican, 
almost human in its movements. 

The lecture made vivid one of the great 
plans of nature carried out on a stupendous 
scale and impressed the hearers with the 
wisdom and foresight of the Peruvian govern- 
ment which has in season begun the conserva- 
tion of one of its great natural resources,

pemiferernie A brent ha 
gathering more than twenty families in 
readiness for removal, and, in 1640, securing 
a grant for his enterprise, provided that they 
reply before a certain date, and build there 
before the meeting of the next General 
Court. These conditions were not complied 
with and the grant lapsed, 

In 1641, John Woodbridge, afterwards the 
first minister of Andover, obtained from the 
Court permission for the township to be oc- 
cupied by certain men from Newbury and 
Ipswich, ‘There is no record of the exact 
date of this settlement, but it must have 
been before the beginning of 1643, The 
evidence of this is that on May 10, 1643, in an 
ordes passed by the General Court dividing 
the whole plantation into four shires, 
Cochichewicke is mentioned as one of the 
eight towns comprising the shire of Essex. 
Soon after the settlement of the town its 
name was changed to Andover, probably 
at the desire of some prominent inhabitant 
who had emigrated from the English town of 
Andover, though we have no direct testi- 
mony to that effect. 

In accordance with the uniform custom 
of the Puritans, Mr. Woodbridge purchased 
the land from the Indians. Cutshamache, 
the Sagamore of Massachusetts, was the 
chief with whom the bargain was made, and 
the price paid was six English pounds and a 
coat. This purchase and the receding grant 
were confirmed by the General Court in 1646, 
when the town was incorporated with the 
name of Andover, spelled Andiver at the 
time. The act of incorporation is extremely 
interesting, for it reserved to Roger, a local 
Indian, and ‘to his company, that they ma 
have liberty to take Alewifes in Cochickawick 
river for their oune eating, but if they either 
spoyle or steale any corne or other Fruites, to 
any considrable value of ye inhabitants there, 
this librty of taking Fish shall Forever cease; 
and ye said Roger is still to enjoy foure acres 
of ground where he now plants.” Aside from 
this restriction the land was decreed to be- 
long to the plantation forever. 

We find the spelling Andiver as late as 
1648, and the town was originally bounded 
by the Merrimack, by Rowley, Salem, 
Woburn and Cambridge. As late as 1829, 
Andover extended along the Merrimack for 
nearly eleven miles, ht that date, it was 
bounded by Bradford, Boxford, Middleton, 
Reading, Wilmington and Tewksbury, Ter- 
ritorially it was one of the largest towns in the 
state. 


_The first settlement was made in the 
North Parish, now North Andover. For 
convenience, protection, and to enjoy better 
their worship and teaching, the families 
settled near each other, around their meeting 
house, on home lots containing from four to 
ten acres each. Meadow land, tillage and 
woodland were assigned to each in remoter 
parts of the town. For a long time living 
away from the village was discouraged, but 
as the population increased, the danger from 
Indians lessened, and roads became more 
passable, people removed to farms in the 
west and south parishes. The records of 
these early settlers are scant, but contain 
a list purporting to give, in the order of their

settlement, the names of the original pro- 
prietors, twenty-three in number. It is inter- 
esting to note that fourteen of these names 
are still represented by old Andover families. 

In the early part of the 18th century, the 
town had grown and the meeting house 
became too small for the people. In 1705, it 
was voted to build a new one, “as sufficient 
for the whole town as may be.” In May, 
1707, it was again voted to build a ‘meeting 
house for ye inhabitants of Andover, of 
these dimensions, viz; 62 foot long, 40 foot 
wide and 20 foot studd, and with a Flatt 
roof.’ Great were the discussions as to its 
location, and finally, in September of that 
year, the majority decided that the house be 

uilt in the south precinct ‘‘on the spot of 
ground near the wood called Holt’s wood, 
where the crosspaths meet at the southwest 
corner of George Abbot's ground.” 

As was natural, the inhabitants of the 
north precinct objected strenuously to this 
choice, and even took the matter to the next 
session of the General Court. Three different 
times the matter of the location was brought 
up in town meeting, and three times it was 
voted to build on the spot selected. But, 
as the people could not agree, the General 
Court, on November 2, 1708, ordered that 
the town of Andover should be divided into 
two distinct precincts; that the south division 
should erect and pay for the new meeting 
house, and that the north division should 
take over the present meeting house and re- 
pair and add to it as they pleased. 


This action of the town and the General 
Court is very significant, foreshadowing as it 
does, the complete political severance which 
took place in 1882. when North Andover 
was incorporated as a separate town. 

The population of the settlement had 
changed greatly in half a century. The out- 
lying farms had become homesteads; the 
majority of the people rseided in the south 

recinct and the Coigitial settlement in the 

orth precinct had become a minority. 
Power had passed from it to the districts. 
The village, as was natural, resented this 
state of affairs, and once more the General 
Court had to step in and decide how the town 
was to be divided as to territory, and as to the 
two ministers and their support. The pastor 
of the original church was to choose in which 
parish he would officiate, a ministry house 
should there be built for him. The parish he 
left was to select another minister and build 
for him a suitable ministry house. The town 
was extremely slow in complying with these 
orders, and the General Court, in 1710, had 
finally to direct the Rev. Mr. Barnard to 
make his choice before a certain date, and if 
he failed so to do, the south precinct was to 
choose another man. Mr. Barnard refused 
to choose, so automatically remained in the 
north parish. 

The spot of ground for which the south 
precinct had so persistently contended seems 
not to have suited them when they came to 
select a place for themselves alone. Without 
much controversy they settled on a site 
not far north of the present South church 
edifice and nearer the brook. The meeting 
house took three months to build and cost 
108 English pounds, 

The settlers of this south precinct were 
exclusively farmers, hardy, self-denying, 
sincerely religious. For the most part they 
were unlettered but they feared God, loved 
liberty, respected the rights of their fellow- 
men, and held opinions for the maintenance 
of which they were prepared to sacrifice 
wealth and worldly interests. Such were the 
first settlers of Andover as it now is. 

The early history of most New England 
villages was overshadowed by the danger of 
Indian attacks. Andover suffered less than 
other towns, and the south parish less than 
the north. Two sons of George Abbot were 
captured in one raid by the Indians; the 
older killed, and the younger, a boy of thir- 
teen, taken into captivity for four months, 
when he was returned by a friendly squaw. 
Andover men from the south parish may have 
lost their lives while in military service 
against the Indians, but, aside from this, and 
the nervous terror of possible attack, the 
south parish suffered little at the hands of the 
redskins. - 

In 1692 the shadow of the witchcraft de- 
lusion touched Ansover. To Joseph Ballard 
of the southerly section of the poe belongs 
this unenviable notoriety, His wife, havin, 
been ill for long, Mr. Ballard sought the ai 
of certain girls a Salem Village, said to have 
marvelous power in detecting and curin 
disease. They came, saw Mrs, Ballard, an 
denounced certain persons of the town as 
having bewitched the invalid. This was the 
beginning of a terrible tragedy, in which, 
before its close, 41 citizens of Andover, in- 
cluding some of its most prominent and 
worthy, were accused of being in conyenant 
league with Satan, Many were imprisoned 
for months, eight were condemned to death, 
but only three were actually executed, 

During the French and Indian wars, the 
south parish bore its full share of the burden, 
Andover men marched in the service of their 
country to the conquest of Canada, Sixteen 
are known to have died in the king's army at 
the siege of Louisburg. Major Joseph Frye 
was one of the officers, and there were many 
Andover men in his company when the Eng- 
lish proceeded to the conquest of Acadia. 
At the close of the French and Indian wars, 
the names of 26 officers, all from the south 
precinct of Andover, appear as holdi 
military commissions in the Continental 
army. , , 
The records of Andover in the Revolution 
are much more complete. In 1765, and again 
in 1770, the town went on record as opposed 
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to oppressive taxation on the part of the 
mother country. In 1774, we find allusions 
to the taxes on tea, for the town passed a 
resolution that no person should sell, or be 
in any way accessory to selling, tea of foreign 
importation under penalty of incurring the 
town’s displeasure. And in those days, the 
displeasure of the town was far more to be 
dreaded than condemnation of any king. 


Andover early foresaw that the growing 
spirit of resistance to the oppressive acts of 

‘arliament would lead to open rebellion. 
Frequent town meetings were held, and as 
early as December, 1774, steps were taken 
to enlist and train soldiers for the coming 
conflict. The town’s first Committee of 
Safety was appointed, with large powers as 
to keeping public order, and conserving food 
and ammunition. When the first shot of 
the Revolution was fired at Lexington, — 
in Andover, as in other towns, — the 
the meeting house bells rang out their warn- 
ing, and leaving teams, tools, books, the men 
seized muskets and wder horns and 
hurried to the appointed places of assembly. 

Before night, the four militia companies of 
Andover were on the march. There were 
220 men, under command of Captain Henry 
Abbot, Capt. Joshua Holt, Lt. John Adams 
and Lt. Peter Poor. They were too distant 
to arrive in time to join in the running fight 
from Lexington back to Charlestown, and 
the Andover contingent went into camp in 
Cambridge. The first battle of the Revolu- 
tion in which Andover men fought, was that 
of Bunker Hill, June 17, 1775, but from then 
to the final surrender of the royal troops, the 
town bore its full share of warfare abroad 
and privation at home. Careful records 
have been compiled of the military service 
of the town men, and, it may be mentioned in 
passing, these records, which are on cards, 
and not in print, are kept in a locked case in 
the Memorial Hall Library. It is impossible 
to give adequate space to the names and 
number of these Andover soldiers, but, first 
and last, nearly every family had its repre- 
sentative in the army. 

Peace concluded, the town took its share 
in the discussion concerning the raitfication 
of the Federal constitution by the different 
states. It is interesting ot note that the 
oreliminary vote taken by the town was 115 
in favor of the constitution and 124 in favor 
of rejecting it. Later, William Symes, dele- 
gate from ears frankly chanen his 

inion, and voted to support the Fropotes 
eatititanl and by this action, carried with 
him nine votes beside his own. In the light 
of later history, it seems that this change of 
action on the part of Mr. Symes really led to 
the adoption of the Federal union by the 
state of Massachusetts. The division that 
took place in the town of Andover on this 
question was long continued. 

The war of 1812, being brief and largely 
naval, seems to have touched Andover 
slightly, if at all. But the war of the Rebel- 
lion stirred the town to its very foundations, 
and the records of its own meetings are the 
thermometer of its patriotism. The history 
of its gallant sons has been compiled in 
regimental histories, as well as in a memorial 
publication issued by the town itself, and the 
names of its dead are inscribed on tablets in 
the Memorial Hall. 

Andover took her part in the war of 1898 
with Spain, while the days of 1917-18 are 
lettered indelibly upon the minds and hearts 
of us all. The Committee of Safety food 
conservation, Red Cross work, Liberty 
loans, that final incredible 11th of November 
—none can forget. Again the town issued 
a volume commemorative of its activities. 

In the furthering of education and re- 
ligious interests, Andover has always taken a 
high rank among other New England com- 
munities. The services in their meeting 
house were the most vital things in the lives 
of those early settlers, which is only natural 
when one recalls that the Pilgrims crossed the 
Atlantic to find freedom to worship in their 
own way. The South church was the earliest 
edifice in Andover proper, and as early as 
1771, complaints came from the westerly 
section of the town of the distance to the 
house of worship. In 1778, the west section 

titioned the General one to be set off 
into a se} te parish. This petition was re- 
fused, aye Leet roa smouldered, until, 
in 1826, the people on the west side of the 
Shawsheen river were permitted to erect a 
meeting house of their own at their own ex- 

nse. Later came churches of other denom- 
inations; the Methodists at Ballardvale; the 
Baptist church in 1834; Christ church in 
1843; the Free church in 1846; the Catholic 
church in 1852. . 

The early settlers of Andover had little 
education, Most of the men could read, 
write and perform such simple arithmetic as 
their business required. The women had 
even less learning. But there is evidence 
that from the first settlement, there was a 
purpose to create schools, The ministers 
were teachers as well as preachers; they pre- 
pared boys for Harvard, The children were 
taught to “Read, Rite and Cypher” in dame 
schools kept by women of more education. 
As early as 1673, the town sent to Harvard 
college, twelve bushels of corn as a “compli- 
mente for ye College.” 

In 1701, the town built its first grammar 
school, and appointed Dudley Bradstreet its 
master. In 1718, another building was 
erected, and in 1755 other schools followed in 
outlying districts, laying the foundations of a 
public school system which has progressed 
until the present day. 

Phillips Academy was opened in 1778 and 
incorporated in 1780, It is interesting to 
know that the number of scholars was 
limited to thirty, from six years old upward, 


and to those who pursued the study of the 
classics. Abbot Academy for girls was 
opened in 1829. Both these institutions have 
had interesting and honorable histories and 
their existence in Andover has added greatly 
to the educational prestige of the town. 

By an act passed in June, 1807, the Massa- 
chusetts General Court authorized the 
Trustees of Phillips Academy to hold addi- 
tional property for the conduct of a theologi- 
cal institution. Opened in 1808, the Theo- 
logical Seminary was one of the most im- 
prea factors in town life for a full century. 

any noted men were connected with it as 
students or professors. In 1910, it was re- 
moved to Cambridge under the auspices of 
Harvard University, though remaining en- 
tirely separate. In 1926, the seminary went 
out of existence. largely because modern pro- 
fessors of theology could not subscribe, as 
was absolutely required, to the antiquated 
creed upon which the institution was founded. 

Among Andover’s educational influences 
should be included the Memorial Hall 
Library, built by public subscription at the 
suggestion of John Smith, as a memorial to 
the soldiers of the Civil War. The corner- 
stone was laid in 1870, and the building 
dedicated on May 30, 1872. In 1926, the 
town voted to remodel the building. The 
library contains 26,500 volumes. 

At quite an early date, the town en- 
couraged the settlement of manufacturing 
interests. In 1673 there was a fulling-mill; 
in 1675, a tannery; in 1682, a saw-mill; in 
1688, a grist-mill. Frye village took its name 
from Samuel Frye, who in 1718, built a saw 
and grist-mill at that place on the Shawsheen 
river, First and last, there were quite a 
number of small mills established on that 
river, but not until 1775, was there any very 
extensive or important business. In the 
winter of that year, Mr. Phillips built a 

wder mill, which was blown up in 1798. 

n 1789, he erected a paper-mill with several 
buildings, which in 1850, came into the hands 
of the Marland Manufacturing company, 
and formed the foundation of the present 
Marland mills. 

In 1825, John Smith & Company, ma- 
chinists, established themselves in Andover. 
ean Dove soon associated himself with this 

usiness, and in 1834, the firm of Smith and 
Dove came into existence. 

The Bradlee Mills in Ballardvale started 
in 1836 as the Ballardvale Manufacturing 
Company. The Tyer Rubber Company was 
incorporated in 1876, Time does not serve 
to present a detailed account of later Andover 
industries, which would include the remark- 
able expansion of Frye Village into Shaw- 
sheen Village under the exploitation of the 
late William Wood, the experiments of the 
American Woolen company in this locality, 
and its final recent abandonment as a mill 
centre. 

The Andover National Bank was chartered 
in 1826; the Savings Bank was incorporated 
in 1834; the Merrimack Insurance Company 
in 1828. 

From this brief sketch it is re that the 
major business enterprises and industries of 
Andover are of early incorporation, and have 
had a long and honorable existence in the 
town. Taken all in all, the history of Ando- 
ver since its first settlement, is one of sturd 
independence, honest endeavor and stead- 
fast upholding of standards and ideals. This 
heritage from the past is one of her most 
precious possessions. It should be the 
earnest ambition of every citizen to hand it 
on augmented and untarnished.

A crying need is a 
gymnasium for the whole Andover school 
system. 

The yearly 
budget of the superintendent of schools for 
the year ending December 1926 was $134,- 
635.00. This does not include the redemp- 
tion of building bonds. The town still owes 
$182,000.00 on the Shawsheen School Bonds 
and $45,000.00 on the High School Bonds. 
$6000.00 is paid off yearly on the High 
School Bonds so that we shall pay off all the 
debt by 1936, and $12,000.00 is paid off 
ead on the Shawsheen school, so that 
we shall have paid up on this in 1943.

Of the fifteen 
towns studied Andover is in the group that 
pays the minimum for elementary teachers 
(except for North Andover which pays $50.00 
less); and for the High school teachers there 
are three towns that pay less, seven which 
pay the same and four that pay more.

If a grade 
school teacher is getting the maximum, she 
earns about $39.00 a week, a high school 
teacher about $47.00 a week.

Andover Fire Department finds itself 
in exactly this position. 

Called upon to help fight a fire of 
threatening proportions in North Read- 
ing, early last Monday morning, the 
local combination hose, chemical and 
pump, which responded, had engine 
trouble on the way. The delay was 
short and of no particular consequence, 
the unjust criticism from some sources 
to the contrary, but the possibilities 
this incident offered are not pleasant 
to think about. 


Last night we had a very serious fire 
here in Andover, and the old combina- 
tion pump was called upon again. 
Except for minor trouble in getting the 
pump started this piece of apparatus 
performed with credit. Today, how- 
ever, it is essential that it be completely 
overhauled before it could be sent to 
another fire. This not only involves 
expense, but leaves us several hours 
without protection. 

The combination hose, chemical and 
pump now in use has seen service for 
sixteen years. How many individuals 
or corporations would think of keeping 
a pleasure car or truck in service for this 
length of time? It is argued that 
despite the length of time the apparatus 
has been in use, the actual milage is 
not great. Consider the abnormal con- 
ditions under which it serves. High 
speed over all kinds of roads is necessary. 
Then, too, the appartus is not through 
when the scene of the fire is reached. 
The engine must pump water to the 
flames, which, in itself, is much more 
wearing on the motor than the actual 
driving. As a comparative example 
of the wear which this pump engine 
gets at a fire, consider the work of an 
automobile engine if a vehicle were 
running steadily for several hours at 
a speed of fifty or sixty miles an hour 
under full load.

As a citizen, a tax-payer, and a reader of 
the Townsman, I was interested in Mr. 
Frost’s ‘‘Contrasted Types” of last week. 
His annual appeal for “retrenchment’’ and 
“keeping down the tax-rate’’! 

His doctrine is like many other things — 
all very good if practiced, with discretion. 
But it seems to me there is a level where the 
common sense of the voters of Andover 
will lead us, and where we may spend the 
“hard-earned tax-money” in no fool-hardy 
fashion. 

Civic pride enters in. People seeking a 
home will not shun our town one half as 
quickly because of a high tax-rate as for the 
of advantages— opportunities for 
growth — educationally, socially, and ma- 
terially, There is a happy medium between 
starving ourselves and spending our last 
dollar. 

Another article by ‘“M.B.F.” on the Junior 
High School interested me because I believe 
in boys and girls. Mr. Frost evidently 
doesn’t think it his duty to help to give 
them the best. I don’t agree with him in 
his reference to “unused space” in the 
central schools. If there were such, I have 
faith to believe that either the School De- 
periment or some of the workers there might 

ave discovered it. 

We were told at a recent meeting of the 
League of Women Voters that Andover 
spent about 20 percent of her tax levy last 
year on education. In my opinion we do not 
need to establish a $40 tax rate, nor to copy 
any neighboring town and spend 50 percent 
of our taces on schools. What we do need is 
to give of ourselves in service, in money, and 
in citizenship of whatever is ours that our 
town may be bigger and better because we 
have lived in it. 

I know enough about Andover's school 
situation to indorse the doctrine of ““M.B.F.”, 
and my faith in our boys and girls is sufficient 
to lead me to feel sure that we shall be well 
repaid by them in the citizenship of the 
future if we give them the best there is — not 
fads and frills, but sound education, up-to- 
date, in buildings adequate for their needs. 

Let us spend judiciously, having faith in 
those who are in charge of our educational 
affairs. I, too, believe in ‘constructive 
economy” of the “Coolidge-Fuller” kind. 
T am obliged to practice “hard work, thrift, 
self-restraint,” and the amount of ‘“dis- 
cretionary judgment” with which I am blest, 
but I'll cheerfully do my bit along with the 
many that Andover’s public schools may 
lead and not lag in this twentieth century 
education. 

Come on, Mr. Frost, we want you on our 
side.

Child Welfare Conference Studies 


Association Report 


At the Child Welfare luncheon conference 
held on Thursday, February 9 at the home of 
Miss Amelia Shapleigh a study was made of 
the “Report of the Committee of the Massa- 
chusetts Superintendents’ Association on 
School and Requirements.” A resume 
of the findings of this commission was given 
by Mrs. Roscoe Dake and Mrs. Henry G.

Organized in January 1924, this Com- 


mittee, composed of seven superintendents, |Gordon Dives Into River to Save Boy 


began a search for facts bearing upon the 
question of school attendance, school re- 
quirements, leaving school; and juvenile 
employment. As their work neared com- 
pletion, after two years of study, the problem 
narrowed itself to this question, “Is the 
present law affecting educational require- 
ments and the period of compulsory educa- 
tion adequate? If not, what changes in 
either or both should be made?” 

From data collected they found that in 
the school year 1924-25, 23,400 children left 
school before the completion of the eighth 
grade, manifestly with an insufficiency of 
educational equipment. The members of 
this group are little inclined to abstract 
study but are disposed towards occupations 
wherein physical effort rather than abstract 
intellectual activity predominates. This 
out-of-school group shows a retardation of 
three years and a mean I. Q. of 88; they are 
too immature to the foundation 
upon which to develop adequate judgment; 
they are unprepared for the duties of life. 

With these findings the conclusions of the 
committee are (1) the present require- 
ments in respect to school and age are inad- 
equate, and that some changes should be 
made; (2) that this deficiency should not 
be removed by raising the school age. The 
problem then arises: What shall be done 
about the matter? The answer is, more 
training in school should be given these 
youths. An educational program should be 
formulated whereby the individual, of his 
own accord, prolongs his educational ex- 
perience —a program that will provide a 
suitable balance between academic instruc- 
tion and motor activity. 

To that end, the Committee isof the opinion 
that the compulsory school law should be 
amended, so that no child may leave school 
to enter employment permanently until he 
has an eighth grade educational accomplish- 
ment. But it should be possible for him to 
obtain this through a variety of educational 
opportunities such as co-operative part-time 
schools, trade schools, etc. 

A revolution of the whole system of public 
education will be necessary before the school 
becomes the kind of social agency it should 
be in the prevention of delinquency and 
crime. It will mean studying every child 
from the point.of view of the physician, the 

sychiatrist, the psychologist and the visit- 
ing teacher. It will be costly, but would 
scarcely approximate the present cost to the 
state of caring for the thousands of men, 
women and children whose careers lead them 
to our penal and correctional institutions. ‘

Attired only in pajamas, Alexander 
Gordon, 26, sprinted barefooted across the 
snowy field lying between his home at 13 
Brechin terrace, and the Shawsheen river 
late Sunday afternoon and plunged into 
the frigid waters of the stream in an effort 
to save Thomas Gillespie, seven years old, of 
11 Brechin terrace, from drowning. 

Paralyzed and blue with cold Gordon 
managed to grasp the lad after the latter 
had sunk twice below the surface and suc- 
ceeded in pinning him against the thin ice, 
rimming the jagged square of water in which 
both were struggling, until rescuers attracted 
by his shouts formed a “human chain” and 
pulled them to shore. 

Young Gillespie, who is the son of Motor- 
cycle Officer David Gillespie of the Andover 
police force, explained to his father that he 
was sliding on the ice covering the river and 
had made his way to the centre of the stream, 
which is about twelve feet wide and fourteen 
feet deep at that point, when the ice sud- 
denly gave way beneath him. Literally 
frightened out of his wits, the memory of the 
next few minutes was just a blur to the boy, 
who was whimpering and shivering with the 
cold when taken home for treatment by Dr. 
John J. Hartigan. 

Gordon had just awakened from a Sunday 
afternoon nap and was casually looking out 
of his bedroom window when he saw the ice 
crumble and precipitate his youthful neigh- 
bor into the river. Without donning shoes 
or coat, he dashed out the back door and ran 
across the field lying between the house and 
the river. When he reached the banking, he 
lay flat on his stomach and grasped the 
shoulder of young Gillespie as he rose to the 
surface after sinking twice. 

The boy, frantic with fright, struggled 
with his rescuer and the ice collasped beneath 
Gordon. Momentarily losing his hold on the 
lad, as he involuntarily shivered on coming in 
contact with the arctic cold water, Gordon 
went below the surface in search of the 
youngster and managed to grasp him again. 
Bringing him to the surface, he placed him 
against the ice rim and held him there until 
John Sullivan of 15 Brechin terrace and his 
two sons, Archie and August, formed a 
human chain and pulled both to shore. 

Both Gordon and the boy were sufferin, 
from chill and exposure and were treat 
by Dr. John J. Hartigan. Andover police 
officials stated last night that the river

Andover, on MONDAY, THE FirtH Day of Marcu, 
1928, at 6 o'clock a.m., to act on the following 


articles: 


Article 1. — To elect a Moderator for one year, 
Town Clerk for one year, Treasurer for one year, 
Collector of Taxes for one year, One member of 
the Board of Selectmen for two years (to fill vacancy), 
one member of the Board of Assessors for two years 
(to fill vacancy), one member of the Board of Sel- 
ectmen for three years, one member of the Board of

BABSON’S COMMENTS ON CONDITIONS CONFRONTING 
WHOLESALERS AND THE SERVICE THEY PERFORM 


He Performs Many Services Not Only Useful But Absolutely Necessary in the Marketing of 
Goods — Wholesaler Must Become the Buyer for Retailer Rather Than 
Primarily a Seller for the Manufacturer 


Babson Park, Florida, February 10, 1928. 


Roger W. Babson in his weekly interview Fed 


today discusses the wholesale trade situa- 
tion. His summary includes analysis of 
trade conditions in various localities of the 
United States and Canada. He also com- 
ments on the conditions confronting whole- 
salers and the economic service they perform. 


Performing District Economic Service 

“In recent years the wholesaler has come 
in for much criticism on the part of the 
public. To many people he appears merely 
as a useless collector on the goods that pass 
through his hands, and one who performs no 
economic function but rather tends to in- 
crease the cost of necessities. This attitude 
prevails because of ignorance. The public 
comes in direct contact with the retailer and 
sees that he performs a real service. It does 
not come in contact with the wholesaler and 
assumes, therefore, that he is more of an 
encumbrance than anything else. Nothing 
could be further from the facts. 

“The wholesaler performs many services 
that are not only useful, but absolutely 
necessary in the marketing of goods. The 
bona fide wholesaler is an expert buyer, a 
warehouser, a banker, a_ transportation 
expert and a goods distributor, a ready- 
made sales organization for the manufac- 
turer and an educator of the retailer. With- 
out him the small community retail store 
could not have existed. Instead of being a 
useless burden the wholesaler has one of the 
most important and difficult tasks in the 
whole process of distribution. If he fails in 
any one of his various functions he cannot 
survive. Unfortunately in the past the 
average wholesaler has considered his bus- 
iness as one unit and has not attempted to 
find out which functions are paying him and 
which he is conducting at a loss. Even the 
most successful wholesalers today are not 
making a net profit of over 3 per cent. The 
average is between 1 and 2 per cent. What 
is needed more than anything else is a real 
study by the wholesalers of the different 
parts of the business. Chain stores and the 
increased cost of doing business generally are 
forcing many to make a scientific study of 
these problems,

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further strengthened by the report of the 
eral Reserve Board announcing that 
wholesale trade averaged but 36-10 per 
cent. smaller last year than in 1926, While 
it is true that small decrease occurred in a 
number of lines there were also some bright 
spots in the situation. I refer particularly 
to boots and shoes, drugs, and men’s cloth- 
ing. These yearly figures, however, do not 
tell the whole story. December business 
showed increase in the sale of men’s clothing 
by 12 per cent, boots and shoes 12 6-10 per 
cent, meats 1 5-10 per cent. Sales of farm 
implements and daeattiiral machinery have 
been doing very well recently and were about 
4 per cent higher both for December and for 
the year. 

“There is little question that business as a 
whole in the West and Southwest is profiting 
substantially from higher prices in farm 
products. This is reflected in wholesale 
trade sales in other lines. The wholesale 
firms in Kansas, Oklahoma, Nebraska, 
Colorado, and Wyoming report business fair 
to good and especially promising in dry 
goods, drugs, furniture and farm implements, 
The grocery trade is running somewhat lower 
than last year, but expectations are for im- 
provement in the next few months. In the 
section including Montana, North and 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Northern 
Wisconsin wholesale trade is reported as 
showing increases in farm implements, hard- 
ware, and groceries, A remarkable increase 
is shown in the sale of farm tools in the 
Southwest including Texas, New Mexico, and 
Arizona. General business in this section 
is reported good. The St. Louis district 
reports increases in the sales of drugs and 
chemicals. Wholesalers in dry goods, notions 
and kindred lines report fairly good volume. 
Shoe jobbers are doing a good business in 
this district and e: t 1928 to be a very 
satisfactory year. In Cincinnati dry goods 
and notions jobbers report trade picking up 
and also hardware business is active. In 
Cleveland the automobile and parts business 
is distinctly encouraging and the Spring 
trade in clothing shows improvement. 


Wholesale business on the Pacific Coast, , 


while not booming is in fairly satisfactory 
shape. This is particularly true in agricul- 
tural implements, automobile tires, groceries 
and shoes, 


Suggestions for Wholesalers 


“Tt has been said that the power of the 
wholesaler is waning. In some cases it not 
only is waning, but has entirely disappeared. 
The concerns, however, which have been on 
their toes and ch with the times are 
more strongly entrenched than ever. Fail- 
ures of these well established wholesalers are

noticeably few. This proves beyond ques- 
tion the fundamental services which they are 

rforming. In the face of difficulties they 

ave grown tremendously in recent years. 
There are however, certain questions which 
wholesalers should study if they are to hold 
their own in the keen competition that 
exists. Merely as suggestions, I might list 
seven subjects for study. 

1, Can the ‘Cash and Carry’ idea be 
applied to wholesaling? 

2. Can the ‘private brand’ idea be 
utilized for certain of its good features 
without incurring its admitted draw- 
backs? 

3. Can the wholesaler serve a group of 
independent retailers somewhat as a 
chain headquarters serves its stores? 

4. How can the wholesaler become more 
of a constructive, business building 
organization? 

5. Can the wholesaler utilize the wealth 
of data which will become available 
in the Census Bureau's new Census of 
Distribution and in other work of the 
Department of Commerce? 

6. How can the wholesaler use the po- 
tential power of the trade association 
more effectively? 

7. How can the wholesaler use more 
efficient methods of mechanical hand- 
ling such as some houses are develop- 
ing? 

“Summed up, the trend which above all 
must be recognized is that the wholesaler 
must become more and more the buyer for 
the retailer, whereas in former days he was 

rimarily the seller for the manufacturer. 

his trend is in line with the times and can- 
not be ignored. With business on the Bab- 
sonchart still close to normal, general con- 
beat in wholesale trade should be fairly 
good,"

Dr. Fuess to Bring Out New Book 


“Rufus Choate, the Wizard of the Law” 
by Dr. Claude M. Fuess, the author of 
“Caleb Cushing” and many other volumes 
is now in the hands of the publisher, Mintor 
Balch & Co., of New York and will be ready 
on February 17. 

The greatness of Rufus Choate'is a sturdy 
tradition; though many men of his time 
achieved greater things, there is a lasting 
quality to the brilliance of his contemporary 
reputation. No doubt this is partly ac- 
counted for by his personal eccentricities: 
his habit of wearing several overcoats and 
shedding them in court as he warmed to his 
task; his characteristic and almost illegible 
handwriting; his dramatic inventions in 
conducting a case; and his irresistible elo- 
quence. The anecdotes of the time in which 
he figured are unnumbered. 

But there was more to Choate than eccen- 
tricity; he is still set up as a model for aspir- 
ing barristers, and by lawyers themselves he 
is regarded as the master of them all. 

The story of his life is that of a unique and 
romantic phenomenon, a meteor that 
flashed across the heavens, leaving a marvel- 
ous afterglow.
